GOLD GUILDER DEFENDED 
BY NETHERLANDS CABINET 


Postpones Decision on Whether to 
Resign or Dissolve Parlia- 
ment, 

THE HAGUE, The Netherlands, 


July 24—The Cabinet of the Neth- 
erlands reaffirmed today its deter- 


mination to maintain the guilder 
om its present gold basis and post- 
poned until tomorrow a decision as 
to whether it should resign or ob- 
tain the dissolution of Parliament. 

The bank of the Netherlands, at 
Amsterdam, increased its discount 
rate to 5 per cent from 3 per cent, 
a step taken earlier in the summer 
when the guilder was threatened 
previously. The discount rate had 
been reduced in successive steps 
since that time. 

A communique issued at the close 
of the Cabinet meeting said: “The 
Government will continue to defend 
the guilder with all its means 
against any attack.” 

Shares on the Amsterdam stock 
market reacted favorably to the

Louisiana District Judge Rules in 
Favor of Elected Police 
Jurors,

BATON ROGUE, La., July 24.— 
The act of the Louisiana I-gisla- 
ture under which the Long-con- 
trolled State administration as- 
sumed charge of the East Baton 
Rouge Parish police jury through 
the appointment of police jurors, 
was held unconstitutional by Judge 
W. Carruth Jones in East Baton 
Rouge -District Court today. 

Judge Jones held the act was 
violative of the provisions of the 
State Constitution providing for 
parish self-government. Also that 
it was defective in that the subject 
was not included in the call for the 
special session at which it was 
passed. 

The decision was given in a suit 
instituted by Attorney-General Gas- 
ton L. Porterie and Goy.

LA GUARDIA BACKS OFFICIAL

Declares “It Is Well Known Ameri- 
can Jews Have Been Discrimi- 
nated Against in Germany.” 

NEW YORK, July 24.—Mayor La 
Guardia supported with an official 
letter yesterday the action of one 
of his subordinates who refused to 
grant a massage operators’ license 
to a German alien in New York 
City. 

The Mayor said: “It is well known 
that American citizens of Jewish 
faith have been’ discriminated 
against in Germany. That being

“Brain Trust” and Results. 

Continuing his analysis, Pinchot 
says: 

“The New Deal hasdone some ex- 
cellent things. And I like many of 
the men in your so-called brain 
trust, though the bulk of them seem 
to me to be moralists with a short- 
sighted social worker point of view. 
If they see a poor man with noth- 
ing to eat and his knees coming 
through his pants, they say, ‘make 
a law to give him more wages. If 
his employer can’t pay that wage, 
they make another law, so that he 
can legally combine with other em- 
ployers and raise prices. And if 
the consumer can’t pay the price, 
they promise him an abundant life. 

“Maybe I’m entirely wrong. But 
I’ve come to feel that the New Deal 
has not merely prolonged the de- 
pression, but pretty thoroughly 
ruined, for the time being, the pos- 
sibility of a constructive political 
and economic movement. It has 
gathered under its wing a great 
many of the younger, liberal-minded 
people, who want to get in the game 
and be useful. And now it has left 
them in the blind alley of unwork- 
able regimentation. It has propa- 
gandized against democracy and 
built up an enormous bureaucratic 
executive power that always means 
inefficiency, extravagance and dis- 
honesty. And there's nothing for 
them to do but to be inactive or else 
to go clean over to the Communists, 
or to a hopeless Republican party 
that has learned nothing from the 
depression and will make no con- 
cessions.” 

Pinchot’s Ideas on Capitalism. 

Pinchot expresses the belief that 
capitalism has a long time to run 
in the United States and he holds 
that the only way to make it “work- 
able” is to break the monopoly con- 
trol of men of great wealth over the 
transportation system, the natural 
resources of the country and the 
monetary system. He wopid place 
under Government ownership the 
railroads, the pipelines and other 
transportation agencies and all nat- 
ural resources and he favors a “non- 
partisan, non-political. authority, 
analagous to the Supreme Court” 
for the control of money.

Eighteen names are given in the 
third count as those of persons 
whose claims were handled by the 
lawyers although they “knew cr 
had good reason to believe” that 
the claimants “had no disease or in- 
jury reasonably attributable to the 
cause or causes’ alleged.’

GENERAL STRIKE 
S CALLED OFF 
AT TERRE HAUTE 


500 at Stamping Company 
Remain Out, With Con-

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., July 24.— 
A two-day geneial strike that tied 
up transportation service and 
closed nearly every, store in this 
city of 63,000 ended officially today. 

Some 1100 national guardsmen 
who placed the city under military 
mobilization of half of them was 
expected to start this afternoon, 
Federal labor department concilia- 
tors pressed for a complete settle- 
ment of difficulties that precipitat- 
ed the strike. 

Stores and factories were reopen- 
ed this morning and street car and 


bus service was resumed. Ice and 
milk deliveries were made again. 

A day of outbreaks at the plant 
of the Columbian Enameling & 
Stamping Co., whose striking union 
workers were "join: ed in a “labor hol- 
iday” by members of 40 other 
crafts, ended with more than 150 
persons under arrest by military 
forces. Guardsmen throwing tear 
gas bombs and using rifles as clubs 
four times enforced the military 
regulation against assemblage by 
breaking up groups of strikers and 
sympathizers about the stamping 
factory. 


Troops Charge Crowd Five Times. 


A finai outbreak last night after 
T. N. Taylor, former State Federa- 
tion of Labor president, announced 
the calling off of the general strike, 
resulted in 96 arrests by the guards- 
men who charged five times into a 
crowd that refused to disperse. One 
soldier, Private Lee Thomas of Tip- 
ton, was struck by bricks and 
stones that fractured two of his 
ribs. 

The appeal to other workers to 
return to their jobs was signed by 
officials of the Stamping Mill Union, 
500 of whose members remain on 
strike in an effort to obtain a 
closed shop. Their statement, made 
public by Taylor, expressed confi- 
dence that “the conciliators from 
the Department of Labor now pres- 
ent are competent to handle the 
controversy.” 


Meeting With Company Officers. 


Charles L. Richardson of Wash- 
ington and Harry E. Scheck of Chi- 
cago, the conciliators, who  con- 
ferred with labor leaders yesterday, 
reported early today they held a 
four-hour conference with officers 
of the Columbian company.

Fingerprints Identify Virginia 
Prisoner as Man Sought by 
St. Louis Police. 


Fingerprints on file at the Nation- 
al Bureau of Identification led to 
the identification of Robert Shaw, 
19-year-old Negro arrested at Dan- 
ville, Va., as one of two men who 


shot and killed Anthony Belic in a 
St. Louis drug store holdun Jan. 7, 
1934, police were informed today. 
He admitted participation in the 
holdup, they said. 

Shaw, arrested July 17 and 
charged with trespassing on rail- 
road property, gave the name of 
Willie James.

Belic was shot, Sevening told po- 
lice, when he was slow in obey- 
ing a command to raise his hands.

ROME, July 24.—The War Min- 


istry announced today that every 
young Fascist graduating from the 
Italian youth movement at the age 
of 18 becomes a “soldier.” 

“From that day, he assumes ob- 
ligations of military service which 
he will satisfy according to the 
scope of organizations of the re- 
gime, until he is called to actual 
gervice,” said War Ministry publica- 
tions, establishing regulations for 


pre-military age training. 
The ministry, which is mobilizing 


an army for East African service, 
specified that the youth of Italy 


give part of each week to militarv 
training and physical exercise until 
the regular conscription age of 21 
is reached. 

Sets Up. Large Reserve. 

- Designation of youths between 18 
and 21 as soldiers gave the country 
@ large reserve of partly-trained 
men. 

A War Ministry circular said the 
pre-military age “soldiers” would be 
gubject to military jurisdiction and 
the penal codes. 

Gen. Graziole, head of the Pre- 
liminary Education Committee, has 
reported to Premier Mussolini that 
preliminary training of youths be- 
tween 18 and 21 will be transferred 
from Sunday mornings to Saturday 
afternoons, beginning in September. 

The General estimated that 500,- 
000 youths were receiving prelim- 
inary training. Formerly regarded 
as only potential arms-bearers, they 
eventually will form the military 
classes of 1915, 1916 and 1917. 

Somment on Currency Decree. 

Italian newspapers said today 
that the nation’s currency had been 

strengthened rather than weakened 
by suspension of the gold coverage 
clause. Regarding the first day’s 
effects of the suspension on foreign 

exchanges, one paper said the “lire 
defended itself brilliantly and won.’ 

Il Popolo di Roma said: “Specu- 
lation had an opportunity more than 
rare.

Hoare told the House of Com- 
mons that the forthcoming session 
of the League of Nations Council 
should take definite action on the 
dispute, saying: “The questions of 
action to be taken in any such event 
are a mattter to be determined in 
the light of the particular circum- 
stances, such as the provisions of 
the covenant, and I do not consider 
a declaration in general, unspeci- 
fied terms would serve any useful 
purpose.”

Civil Liberties Committee Head De- 
nounees Action of Police. 


Ralph F. Fuchs, president of the | 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Committee, 
assailed the dispersal of the gather- 
ing by police in the following letter 

to William L. Igoe, chairman of the 

Board of Police Commissioners: | 

“AS an eye-witness. to what took | 
place, I wish to say in this open | 
letter that in my judgment the re-| 
sponsible police authorities owe an | 
apology to the citizems of St. Louis | 
because of the trampling upon 
American rights and the consequent 
danger to American institutions 
‘which characterized police hand- 
ling of an American Workers’ 
Union demonstration in front of 
Relief Headquarters at 2221 Locust 
street this afternoon. The conse- 
quences of such action by the po- 
lice are illustrated by the fact that 
at Twenty-second and Olive streets 
a few minutes after the disturb- 
ance, radical speakers were telling 
the truth about some of the police 
‘conduct in support of -their radical 
|views and at the same time were 
| pouring abuse upon the heads of 
innocent relief officials. 

“Prior to the arrival of a patrol 
load of police at the scene of the 
disturbance the conduct of every- 
ome concerned with the “workers’ ” 
demonstration was beyond criti- 
cism. The police previously on duty 
were tolerant and decent, and at 
| their request the way was kept 
open for all traffic, vehicular and 
‘on foot. For the most part, the 
crowd of 500 or more was quiet, 
although a few were singing. The 
relief . ‘“ficials had received one 
grievance committee and were pre- 
pared to receive another. There 
was no disturbance of amy kind. 
Then the brutality began. 

“Apparently under orders to 
clear the walks, the police from a 
newly-arrived patrol started rudely 
and with the use of clubs to clear 
the north sidewalk west-of Relief 
Headquarters, pushing the crowd 
before them. Other police soon 
began the same tactics on the south 
sidewalk. As the crowd dispersed 
to the east and across a vacant lot 

to the south, the police pursued 
them, using rough tactics and bad 
language toward such as_ stood 
their ground or talked back. A 
number of arrests were made. After 
the crowd had gone, innocent indi- 
viduals, standing alone, were illeg- 
ally ordered to leave. 

“Such irresponsible, unjustified 
acts of the police are an invasion 
of constitutional rights which the 
community cannot tolerate. The 
one prime essential to the creation | 
of healthier economic and political | 
conditions is free expression for all | 
who have interests at stake, in- 
cluding those on relief. By choking | 
off demonstrations the police are. 
contributing to the overthrow of | 
orderly government. As an indi- | 
vidual and om behalf of other mem- | 
bers of the St. Louis Civil Liberties | 
Committee, I wish to protest most | 
emphatically agaiAst such conduct | 
and to urge that your honorable | 
board take public cognizance of the 
abuses that occurred on this occa- 
sion. I do so with full apprecia- 
tion of the difficult role the police 
are called upon to play and with 
the continued belief that on the 
whole they perform their duty con- | 
scientiously and well,”

Against Allowing Corporations 
to Donate Up to 5 Pct. of 
Income to Charity.

WASHINGTON, July 24. — Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, at his press confer- 
ence today, expressed opposition to 
enactment of the amendment of 
Representative McCormack (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, to the pending tax 


-|bill which would permit corpora- 


tions to donate up to 5 per cent of 
their net income to charitable or- 
ganizations and deduct the amount” 
from income tax returns. 

The present law permits deduce 
tions from gross income contribu- 
tions to hospitals, charitable and 
educational organizations which will 
“result in direct benefit to employes 
of the corporation or their de 
pendents.” 

The President cited a conversa- 
tion he had had with a public util- 
ity officer to the effect that such 
donations by the utilities had been 
avowedly for the purpose of creat- 
ing good will toward the corpora- 
tion. 

The President said he could see 
some good in an allowable deduc- 
tion if the contribution would save 
the corporation from spending 
money’ directly for its own em- 
ployes. On the other hand, he said, 
the proposed amendment would 
permit the corporations to make 
the contribution at the expense of 
the security holders. 

Taking as an example the owner 
of securities bringing in $5000 a 
year income, he said that if the cor- 
poration donated up to 5 per cent 
of its earnings to charity, the cost 
to the holder of $5000 security in- 
come would be $250. He said that 
it seemed to him that this money 
should instead be paid to such a 
security holder, who could make his 
own charitable donations. 


SURVEY MADE ON LABOR 
SUPPLY IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


$1 Pct. Found Employable; Largest 

Group, 19 Pct., Are Depression 

Youths Who Never Had Job. 

Eighty-one per cent of the persons 
on relief in St. Clair County are 
employable, a survey by the County 
Emergency Relief Commission has 
determined. The remaining 19 per 
cent are regarded as unemployable 
because of physical disabilities or 
old age. The survey was made to 
determine the labor supply avail- 
able for projects to be carried out 
in St. Clair County by the Works 
Progress Administration. 

The survey lists the occupational 
and educational circumstances of 
8364 employable persons. These are 
divided into 12 occupational groups, 
the largest being semi-skilled fac- 
tory workers, who total 2138 per- 
sons, or 25.5 per cent. Inexperienced 
persons form the mext largest 
group, numbering 1588, or 19 per 
cent. These are youths who have 
become on uth age during the 


depression, but have never been 
able to fi gainful employment 
and learn a trade.

Cramer's appointment was sent 
to the Senate without comment.

No highly edu- 
cated people officially declared its disbelief 
in liberty, and the outbreaks of persecution 
occurred on the frontiers of the Western 
world. International opinion counted not 
only because there were common morAl as- 
sumptions, but because opinion was not im- 
prisoned by government censorship and 
manufactured propaganda. 

Under the conditions prevailing today, the 
only question involved in official protest is 
whether it does good or harm. The most 
seasoned observers think that in the present 
state of nationalist feeling, the chief effect 
of official protest of any kind from abroad 
is to undermine fatally the position of the 
liberal opposition in the persecuting coun- 
tries. The very fact that they are liberal 
at all makes them suspect to the dominant 
mob, and, when foreign governments sup- 
port their opposition, they are not strength- 
ened but are weakened.

This may be unfortunate. But the mis- 
fortune is in the pact itself, which is merely 
a pious resolution that each signer may in- 
terpret as he sees fit. It must not be con- 
fused with genuine treaties like the Wash- 
ington treaties concerning navies and China 
or with the Covenant of the League. In the 
Far East, the United States has ground on 
which to protest because it had made a bar- 
gain with Japan in which it made real con- 
cessions in return for real concessions. Un- 
der the Covenant, the members of the 
League have yround for action, if, under 
the procedure set up in the Covenant, it is 
determined that the Covenant is violated. 

But the Kellogg Pact is a wholly different 
thing. Since each*nation may interpret it 
for itself, it has no sanction except the con- 
science of each nation. There is nothing in 
the pact which entitles us to sav that our 
official conscience is better than Italy's. 

It is clear, I think, that the American Gov- 
ernment cannot appoint itself to be the 
judge of the Ethiopian dispute. If we had 
ratified the Covenant, the position would 
have been utterly different. We should then 
have accepted the rule that our own action, 
as well as the actions of others, may be 
judged by the members of the League, and 
we would have the moral obligation to sup- 
port the Covenant. But having deliberately 
rejected all this, Italy would properly resent 
a policy which amounted to saying that we 
were assuming the rights of a member of 
the League without any of the obligations.

Unofficial protest, if it is made with dig- 
nity and restraint, is a different thing.

But it is important, none the less, in order to 
prevent the moral outlook of the free na- 
tions from becoming insensitive to evil and 
confused about what is fundamentally right 
and wrong in human relations. 

Liberty is one of the latest achievements 
of civilized men, and it is not invincibly 
established in their minds and hearts. A 
pleasant evening with an apologist for tyr- 
anny, a good hotel, clean streets, courteous 
and efficient railroad service can easily, as 
so many returning tourists testify, .com- 
pletely confuse the naive. To guard against 
the corruption of the ideals of free men, it 
is necessary to keep continually alive a 
sense of what tyranny means. 

In the last analysis, however, the defense 
of civilized ideals today must depend, not 
on protests, but on far-sighted policy. Fo 
those nations which are threatened with 
aggressive violence, the only defense is dip- 
lomatic combination backed by military 
force and a willingness, when deeply chal- 
lenged, to use it. It is .he old-fashioned 
remedy, expensive, dangerous and unsatis- 
factory, but there is no cheaper or easier 
one.

“What Price Glory” opened with 
a typical Hollywood premiere at 
the Carthay Circle Theater in Los 
Angeles. It was an immediate and 
outstanding success and Dolores 
was a star by the next morning. 
But what was a great triumph for 
Dolores was a great tragedy for 
Jaime. Dolores herself has said 
that the Carthay Circle opening was 
the incident that really broke 
Jaime’s heart. 


The situation rapidly became im- 
possible for both Dolores and 
Jaime. Mexican estates do not al- 
ways pay big dividends. Jaime was 
not rich and income from his wide- 
ly scattered properties did not 
match up impressively with Dolores 
Del Rio’s mounting salary checks. 
He turned first to a life of great 
gayety and then became almost a 
recluse in his vain efforts to find 
himself in the sudden glare of his 
young wife's sensational stardom.
